The greut IOSM which Hawaii 
sustained la«i Thursday was not th t 
trip last of tMir gieat, line of high 
chiefs died, nor that ib** possessor of 
great wealth died but that a true 
woman dieu." 


Tbat Beriiice Pauabi Bi-hop was 
such a trun woman her life hexrw wit 
ness. Eel using a crown, sht- so lived 
tbat she was crowned. Refusing to 
rale ber peopl«, she did what was bet- 
ter,—fehe be/ Vi d 'iiein, an-i in no way 
so grandly as by her example. 


And Her example was especially 


marked and helpful, just iu the direc- 
tion in which the Hawaiian race, an i 
especially Hawaiian women, have 
greatest need of help. For fifty-three 
years ber royal life has borne uu-werv- 
ing witness in favor of virtue and 
puiity. Her example lu this direc- 
tion ^aa tioi mute. It took voice oti 
alt proper occabinu and made Itself 
known In all womanlv WH^S, She 
hated that whioh was impure with au 
iuieuse baued. She naa only loath- 
mijEand contempt for that which was 
cuarseaud low. Place, power, wealth

The length of railway on 
Mauritius is eighty-seven miles, 
and it is so constructed that it taps 
every part of the island. The con- 
sequence is that in sugar alone 
over 200,000 tons are raised, an- 
nually. 


One primary need we have here 


is to push forward the railroad and 
thus properly develop our shore 
line. When the Ewa plantation 
was first talked of, it was at once 
said that the soil was of no use; that 
was proved to be wrong. Then 
there was no water; it was pumped 
up and an ample supply obtained. 
Then it was too expensive, and yet 
today Ewa plantation can make, 
and does make, sugar as cheap as 
such old-established and favorably 
situated estates as Hamakuapoko 
and Paia. Besides the large tracts 
there are many rich patches which 
can only be utilized profitably if 
tapped by the railroad. They are 
not large enough to put up a mill 
for, but the cane can be raised and 
then freighted per car to the mill. 
This would give an opportunity to 
the small capitalist. It would be 
carrying out the co-operative idea, 
and it is in co-operation that part 
of the agricultural safety of the 
country lies. 


But it is not only the sugar in- 


dustry that we must look at. Think 
of Oahu with 30 acres of cleared 
land for coffee, 95 acres of newly 
planted trees, 61 acres of trees from 
1 to 3 years old and about 10 acres 
of trees in bearing. Coffee grows as 
well here as any where, and with 
proper inducements the coffee area 
here might be made of vast impor- 
tance, and yet at the present mo- 
ment there are but 196 acres in 
cultivation for this product.

Coming back to 
town by Liliba street and Nuuanu 
avenue opportunity was taken 
to 


visit the Free Kindergartens. Then 
calling at the Executive building the 
members of the 
deputation were 


presented to President Dole. 
The 


Judiciary building, Kawaiahao church 
and seminary were next visited, and 
the North Pacific Missionary Insti- 
tute. Time was taken also to caH 
upon the three surviving missionary 
mothers, Parker, Castle and Cooke. 


On arriving again at Central Union 


church, the Honolulu

Hitchcock. Tbe petition stated that 
F. H. Hayselden was a most impor- 
tant witnesi for the prosecution, but 
at present was on the island of Lanai. 
Hayse den bad been subpoaned to ap 
pear on the 23d of December, which 
would be next Mouday, and a con- 
tinuance to that date was afked for in 
order to have his testimony. The 
affidavit went on to say that Hay- 
selden is a resident of Lanai, and 
while on that island he was approach- 
ed by the defendants, Sheridan and 
Um.erwood. Their opening talk was 
ostensibly for the purpose of procuring 
the island of Lanai -for colonization 
purposes. Their main motive,however, 
was soon apparent by the further talk 
of the men. 
It was to the effect of 


securing Lanai for establishing a 
nucleus on that island for the over- 
throw of tbe Republic of Hawaii. 


Sheridan ttated to Hayselden that 


he was able to procure a large body of 
men aud all tb« necessary arms and 
ammunition to do the w >rk. Tbe 
men also informed Hayselden that 
they were deputed to secure these 
islands for tbe purpose of establishing 
a lottery for a syndicate in San Fran- 
cisco. 
For their assistance in over- 


throwing the present 
government, 


they were to secure from tbe to be 
restored Queen, upon her reinstate- 
ment, 
the necessary franchise for 


conducting the lottery scheme. Sheri- 
dan and Underwood claimed that they 
had already signed agreements with 
responsible parties to the effect that 
this franchise was to be their reward 
-for 
the assistance of themselves and 


associates iu San Fraucisco in over- 
throwing the pres-ent Government 
and restoring tbe monarchy. 
For bin assistance, Mr. Hayselden 


was to be given a nice, comfortable 
Government position, betides a money 
consideration. 
He gave the men no 


encouragement, and refused to give a 
final answer unless he was given fur- 
ther time to consider the matter.
